May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to 
your Excellency this our Ninth Annual Report under the statute 
35 & 36 Vic., cap. 69, entitled “ The Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Act, 1872.” 

1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 
returns in previous Annual Reports, a summary of weekly returns 
of persons relieved, in the workhouse and out of the workhouse, 
for fifty-two weeks from the week ended 14th February, 1880, to 
the week ended 5th February, 1881, both inclusive; and we give, 
m illustration of these and previous returns, the two indoor and 
outdoor diagrams,'* so as to afford a comparison of the fluctuations- 
which have occurred in each year for the last seven years.

3. In our Annual Reports, dated 1876 and 1877, respectively 
we noticed a decrease in the average daily number of Workhouse 
Inmates for two years in succession. 

In our Report for 1878, we were called on to report a chano-e 
m the other direction; the average daily number of inmates 
being 1,441 more than in the preceding year, attributable, as 
we then observed, to the indifferent harvest of 1877, and to the 
inclemency and wetness of the subsequent season. In our Report 
for 1879, the average daily number of inmates showed an in- 
crease of 3,318 over that of the preceding year. In our Report 
for 1880 there was an increase of 3,952 in the average daily 
number of inmates over the preceding year, while in this Report 
the average daily number of inmates shows an increase of 1850 
over last year. 

The Out-door Relief average for the year 1880 was 3,355 over 
the preceding year, and the average for the present year is 21 254 
over that of last year. ’ 

We described very fully in our last annual Report, dated the 
1/th of April, 1880, the measures that had been adopted to meet 
the exceptional distress which prevailed throughout the o-reater 
part of Ireland during the preceding winter, and we propose 
now to allude briefly to the action taken since April, 1880 in 
carrying out the arrangements which were then in operation, 
referring in the first instance to the period between April and 
August, when all relief under the Relief of Distress Act ceased 
for a time, and afterwards to the winter months of 1880, when 
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Relief of Distress Act

some further measures to meet poverty and want of employment 
again became necessary. 

The gradual diminution in the grants obtained from charitable 
sources between the date of our last Report, and the month of 
August caused a greater strain on the resources of the Poor Law 
Unions than had been experienced during the winter months, 
and notwithstanding the employment provided by the expenditure 
of the sum of £398,827 which was issued by the Board of Works 
to landowners and sanitary authorities from April 17th to 
August 31st in respect of loans obtained on the terms mentioned 
in their notices of November 22nd, 1 879, and January 12th, 1880, 
and notwithstanding the fact that £1 34,953 was advanced during 
the same period for baronial works passed at extraordinary 
presentment sessions, the applications to Boards of Guardians for 
relief were very numerous until the harvest work set in, and we 
found it necessary to authorize Boards of Guardians to put the 
provisions of the 3rd section of the Relief of Distress Act in 
force in twenty Unions, in addition to the twenty-eight named 
in our report of the 17th April, so that between the months of 
April and September these orders were in force from time to 
time in forty-eight Unions ; we include in the Appendix to this 
Report a table containing a list of the Unions referred to, and 
the time for which each order was issued. 

5. The distress which prevailed at that time was accompanied 
by an outbreak of fever in some of the Unions in the West and 
South of Ireland ; it was at first alleged that this fever was of 
the same type as the fever which proved so fatal in the years 
1847 and 1848, and which was commonly called “famine 
fever,” but this was not found to be the case, the fever being 
described by our Medical Inspectors as typhus, typhoid, and of 
a mild continuous character, but not the relapsing fever from 
which the poor suffered in the years above referred to. 

Having made very careful inquiry as to the origin and spread 
of the disease we ascertained that the exciting or immediate 
causes were, in most instances, contagion, and that where it had 
an independent origin it was generally attributable to overcrowd- 
ing and want of cleanliness in the dwellings and surroundings of 
the poor. 

Our attention was also drawn by our Inspectors to the fact 
that in districts where the fever was prevalent one of the pre- 
disposing or exciting causes had been the monotony of the diet ; 
the staple article of food appeared to be Indian meal made into 
stirabout always cooked in the same way, while few were able 
to get flour, bread or potatoes; the power of resisting con- 
tagion was said to have been lowered by this circumstance, 
and as the germs were carried from house to house the disease 
was easily propagated. "We, therefore, addressed a circular to 
the Boards of Guardians recommending them, when out-door 
relief was given, to vary the food as much as possible, substituting 
oaten meal for Indian meal on some days of the week, bread on 
other days, and to make such other change in the daily food as 
it might be in their power to effect, and we are glad to be able 
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8 Fever in Western Unions. 

to say that this suggestion was acted on in several Unions with 
good effect. 

The Union of Swineford in the county Mayo was one in which 
the spread of fever appeared to he much more serious than in 
others, and we deemed it necessary to issue an order under the 
149th section of the Public Health Act, making regulations for 
the speedy interment of the dead, for house-to-house-visitation, 
for the provision of medical aid and hospital accommodation, 
and for the promotion of cleansing, ventilation, and disinfection, 
and for guarding against the spread of disease. A copy of the 
order which remained in force from the 14th of July, to the latter 
end of August will be found in the Appendix. These regulations 
were carried out under the supervision of the Vice-Guardians and 
Inspector of the Swineford Union, with the assistance of Dr. 
Nixon, a Medical Inspector employed specially for the purpose, 
and the fever abated towards the end of August, when no further 
special arrangements appeared to be necessary. 

Having obtained authority from the Treasury to appoint 
temporarily two Medical Inspectors, we selected Dr. Woodhouse 
and Dr. Nixon, who rendered us valuable assistance; these 
gentlemen visited, in addition to Swineford Union, Dromore West 
and Tobercurry Unions in the county Sligo, Castlerea Union in 
the county E oscommon, Loughrea Union in the countyGalway.and 
Newcastle Union in the county Limerick, where fever prevailed 
though not to so great an extent as in Swineford, and we publish 
in the Appendix some of their reports which give much inter- 
esting information on the subject. 

6. The funds at the disposal of the Guardians derived from the 
poor rates were in some cases quite inadequate to meet the un- 
usual expenditure occasioned by the exceptional relief afforded 
last year, and we therefore sanctioned loans under the provisions 
of section 5 of the He lief of Distress Act, and section 6 of the 
Relief of Distress Amendment Act, in the cases of 17 Unions, 
amounting to a sum of £31,990. A return containing the names 
of the Unions so assisted and the amount advanced in each case 
will be found in the Appendix. 

We also append a return of the Unions in which grants were 
made under section 2 of the Relief of Distress Amendment Act 
to aid the Guardians in giving out-door relief, by which it will 
be seen that the money granted for that purpose amounted to a 
sum of £1,343 16s. id* 

7. The duties of the Boards of Guardians during the months re- 
ferred to were- very onerous and responsible, and, although in 
many Unions the Guardians acted with much firmness and dis- 
cretion, there were others in which they did not prove themselves 
equal to the emergency, and were unable to administer relief in a 
judicious and discriminating manner, or to manage the financial 
affairs of their Union satisfactorily. In the cases of three Unions, 
viz. . Belmullet, Swineford, and Newport, all situated in the 
county Mayo, we deemed it right to exercise the powers vested in 

* A further grunt of £60 was made while this Report has been going through the press. 
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us by the 18th section of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act and 
to dissolve the Boards of Guardians and appoint paid officers to 
carry into execution the provisions of the Poor Law Acts ; the 
letters assigning our reasons for this step in each case are in- 
cluded in the Appendix. 

8. We alluded in April last to the operation of the Seed Supply 
Act in Ireland, and to the advances made under that Act up to 
the date of our Report. We are now able to supply a complete 
return of the sums expended in the different Unions, or parts of 
Unions scheduled ; and we append a statement showing that 
Boards of Guardians were enabled to borrow money for the 
purpose of selling seed to the occupiers and cultivators of land in 
the whole of 131 Unions and in parts of 22 other Unions, and 
that the sum of £598,795 was advanced for that purpose. 

Under the provisions of the 4th section of the Seed 
Supply Act the sum of £299,397 (being one-half of the 
loan), should have been collected and paid )3ack to the Com- 
missioners of Public Works this year, but we were empowered 
by the 11th section of the Relief of Distress Amendment Act to 
authorize the Guardians to postpone the making of the special rate 
for the payment of the seed loan in any Union or Electoral Division 
thereof for one year, if satisfied that it was expedient or neces- 
sary to do so. We, accordingly, after careful consideration of the 
circumstances of each case in which application for a postpone- 
ment was made, authorized such postponement of the seed rate 
in the whole of 40 Unions, and in parts of 28 others ; the pay- 
ments so postponed amounted to a sum of £150,210, and the 
amount to be collected and repaid to the Commissioners of Public 
Works this year has thus been reduced to £149,187. 

A list of the Unions exempted this year from the payment of 
the first instalment of the seed debt will also be found in the 
Appendix. 

9. We now come to the second period to which we alluded in 
paragraph 4, viz., to the winter and spring of 1880-1. 

The harvest of the year 1880 proved to be, in general, far 
above the average, and the best that had been known in Ireland 
for many years. The potatoes grown from old seed had in some 
places failed, but the Champions were usually very good ; a 
plentiful supply of turf was saved, and, altogether, the general 
condition and prospects of the poor were good, and very much 
more favourable than had been the case at the same period of the 
year 1879. 

In the month of October we called upon our Inspectors to 
furnish us with reports on the harvest and the state of the poor 
in their districts, and we include them in the Appendix, as well 
as further reports on the same subject obtained in January, 1881. 

10. But, notwithstanding the improved circumstances of thepoor 
by reason of the abundant supply of food and fuel in the country, 
we regret to say that early in the winter we found that there was 
much want of employment in some parts of Ireland, and that this 
want extended to counties in which distress had not previously 
been so severely felt as in others. 
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10 Scarcity of Employment. 

This scarcity of employment was partly attributable to the un- 
willingness or inability of landowners to employ their labourers 
in consequence of the land agitation and the noD-payment of 
rents, and in some measure to the fact that some farmers were 
not free from the debts incurred by them before the harvest 
and others were disposed to spend as little money as possible 
in labour during disturbed and unsettled times ; we, therefore 
received very urgent representations from Boards of Guardians 
as to the distressed condition of the labourers thrown out of 
employment, and the necessity for adopting measures to relieve 
them. 

.11; This state of things having received very anxious considera- 
tion it was determined by the Government, with the sanction of the 
Treasury, to expend a portion of the balance of the sum provided 
by the Relief of Distress Act in baronial works to be presented 
for at Extraordinary Presentment Sessions, and your Excellency 
accordingly directed such sessions to be convened in forty-five 
baronies, and works passed thereat estimated to cost £61,782 
were sanctioned. A list of these baronies is given in the Appen- 
dix. Some other works which had been passed at the Extra- 
ordinary Presentment Sessions held last summer but which had 
been suspended, or left over for further consideration, were also 
authorized and re-opened this winter at a cost of about £17 654 
and by these means, as well as by the expenditure of the balances 
of the loans to landowners, much employment has been provided 
for the labouring classes in localities where it was urgently 
required. 6 J 

The spring agricultural operations are now going on, and as 
the want of employment is, consequently, not so much felt, and 
it is desirable that the agricultural work should not be interfered 
with by the baronial works, the latter have been temporarily 
suspended in most of the Unions in Ireland ; but our Inspectors 
have been instructed, if they find that the poor suffer from the 
suspension or postponement of any work which has been stopped 
or delayed in pursuance of the arrangement mentioned, to report 
to us specially on the subject in order that the question of 
proceeding at once with such work may be taken into con- 
sideration. 

12. During the very severe weather which prevailed in the 
early part of this year the labouring classes suffered much pri- 
vation, and we found it necessary to take advantage of the 
powers remaining with us under the 3rd section of the Relief of 
Distress Act, -and to authorize out-door relief to the able- 
bodied classes in 75 Unions which are named in the Appendix; 
but the need for such exceptional relief no longer exists 
throughout the country, and there are now only two Unions 
in which orders under the Relief of Distress Act are in force, 
and one Union in which an order under the 2nd section of the 
Irish Poor Relief Extension Act has been issued in consequence 
of want of _ room in the workhouse. The orders under the 
Relief of Distress Act will expire during the present month, 
and as we have no longer power to make such orders, we

may, in future, only authorize out-door relief to the able- 
bodied classes under section 2 of the Irish Poor Relief Extension 
Act, that is when the workhouse is full, or when, by reason of 
fever or infectious disease it is unfit for the reception of poor 
persons ; the administration of relief in Ireland under the Irish 
Poor Relief Acts has, therefore, now reverted to its normal state. 

13. In our Annual Report presented to the late Lord Lieutenant 
in April last, we alluded to the fact that, while there had been 
much suffering from want during the previous winter, privation 
had not reached starvation in any Union. We are now glad to 
be able to inform your Excellency that the relief measures 
adopted and carried on since the date of the Report referred to 
have been as effectual as before in dealing with the destitution 
which has existed in the country, and in meeting the exceptional 
distress which prevailed in the months of June and July, last 
year, and in the commencement of the present year. 

14. We now continue the series of recent statistics by repeating 
with one additional year the table showing the number of persons 
assisted by Boards of Guardians to emigrate, and the cost incurred 
for that purpose in each year, that is to say, for now thirty-one 
years past, ended on the 25th of March. The highest figure in 
this series was 4,386 in 1852 ; whereas we find in the year 1878 
only 148 persons assisted to emigrate. But in the year ended 
25th March, 1879, there has been an increase of 96 in the num- 
bers, and of £212 16s. 8 cl. in the expenditure over the previous 
year; in the year ended 25th March, 1880, there has been an 
additional increase of 48 in the numbers, and of £170 3.9. lOd. 
in the expenditure over the previous year; and in the year 
ended 25th March, 1881, there has been an increase of 1,022 
in the numbers, and of £2,761 10,9. lid., in the expenditure over 
the previous year.

It will be observed from the above that an increase of 4,026 has 
taken place in the total number admitted in sickness during the 
vear; an increase of 54,924 in the number admitted who were 
not sick ; an increase of 768 in the number suffering from fever 
and other dangerous contagious diseases, and an increase of 63,284 
in the total number relieved.

The total number of deaths in the workhouses in the fifty-two 
weeks comprised in the Table has been 12,940. In the corre- 
sponding Table in the last Annual Report the total number of 
deaths was 13,144 ; so that there has been a decrease of 204 
deaths, as compared with the number last year. 

Deaths by fever were 758, as against 705 ; by lung disease, 
2,323, as against 2,742 ; and deaths by small-pox 97, as against 
112 in last year. 

The number of orphans and deserted children put out to 
nurse from the Workhouses in Ireland, under the provisions of 
the Act 39 and 40 Vic., c. 38, extending the legal age from 
10 years to 13 years, on the 5th February last was 2,243, an 
increase of 166 over the number in the preceding year.

From the above table it will be seen that there has been an in- 
crease of £37, 77!! in “in-maintenance and clothing-;” an increase 
of £36,311 in “ out-door relief;” an increase of £361 in cost of 
“ deaf, dumb, and blind ;” an increase of £1,203 in “ salaries and 
rations of officers,” and an .increase of £6,363, in “all other 
expenses,” making a total increase of £82,012.

Hence it will be seen that while the total expenditure of Poor 
Rates, for all purposes, viz. : relief, medical relief, burial-grounds 
registration of births, deaths, and marriages, sanitary measures 
expenses under Superannuation Acts, payments under Cattle 
Disease Acts, and under National School Teachers Act, was, in 
1879, £1,119,755, mating a poundage of Is. 7| cl. on the valua- 
tion. The expenditure in 1880 for those purposes was £1,187,248, 
thus showing an increase in the total expenditure of £07,493, 
and making a poundage of the expenditure on the valuation of 
Is. 8f d. 

The current Sanitary Expenditure for the year was £51,927, 
in comparison with £50,767 in the previous year. 



Medical Charities Act, and Vaccination Acts. 

23. We next submit to your Excellency the report of our pro- 
ceedings under these Acts of Parliament for the year ended 30th 
September, 1880. 

The annexed table exhibits, in the usual form, the progress and 
fluctuations of the medical relief aiforded under the Medical 
Charities Act, for each year of the twelve years ended 30th 
September, 1880, in each province, and for the whole of Ireland. 

The cases are distinguished, as usual, into those prescribed for 
at the Dispensaries, and those attended at the patients’ houses, 
each class of cases occupying a separate column. 

In Ulster there has been an increase of 9,627 cases prescribed 
for at the Dispensaries, and an increase of 1,813 of those attended 
at their own houses. 

In Munster there has been an increase of 8,847 cases prescribed 
for at the Dispensaries, and of 5,736 of those attended at their own 
houses. 

In Leinster there has been an increase of 2,241 cases prescribed 
for at the Dispensaries, but a decrease of 2,373 of those attended 
at their own houses. 

In Connaught there has been an increase of 7,198 cases pre- 
scribed for at the Dispensaries, and an increase of 4,066 of those 
attended at their own houses. 

The last three columns in the Table show a net increase of 
37,155 cases for all Ireland, including both classes, as compared 
with previous year.

It will be observed that there is an increase in the total number 
of cases vaccinated and revaccinated in all Ireland of 20,835 
cases. 

There were 140,469 births registered in the year 1876, 139,659 
in the year 1877, 134,370 in the year 1878, 135,408 in the year 
1879, and 128,010 in the year 1880. The number of children 
vaccinated yearly in those years, and coming under the provisions 
of the Compulsory Vaccination Act, are returned as 112,489; 
115,190 ; 122,149 ; 118,427, and 138,413, respectively, showing 
during the year, ended September 30th, 1880, a decrease in the 
number of births of 7,398, but an increase of 19,986 in the 
number of children vaccinated as compared with the previous 
year. 

Cow-pock Institution. 

25. During the year ended 31st of March, 18S1, 3,255 applica- 
tions have been received from Medical Officers of Workhouses and 
Dispensaries, and other public institutions ; from Military Medical 
Officers stationed in Ireland, and from private practitioners, for 
lymph, and 17,139 points, and 3,773 tubes charged with lymph 
were distributed. During the same period 2,138 vaccinations 
have been performed at the Cow-pock Institution, Sackville-street, 
and the branch in Fork-street, Dublin. 

A copy of a circular which we have issued, dated the 30th of 
August last, forwarding to the several Medical Officers an 
instructional memorandum containing our views as to the manner 
in which vaccination should be performed, will be found in the 
appendix.

27 . The returns of “ cases" taken from the particulars supplied by 
Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts, represent the extent, of 
the disease among patients attended under the Medical Chanties 
Act while the return of “ deaths ” has reference to the information 
supplied to the Registrar-General, which embraces also the cases 
treated in private practice. 

The deaths in Workhouses in 1880, are less by fifteen . than the 
number in 1879. The number of cases treated in Dispensary

The return above given of the cases m the several provinces 
shows that the disease was most prevalent, as in the previous 
two years, in the province of LeiDster. It has continued during 
the years 1878-9 and 1880 as an epidemic in Dublin, though 
not to so great an extent as in the year 1879, and there has been 
latterly a marked diminution in the number of cases, only two 
remaining on the 31st March.

There were 2,986 deaths from the disease in the year, embracing 
patients treated in private practice as well as dispensary cases. 

Scarlatina was much more prevalent than in 1879. There 
were . 4,835 cases treated by Medical Officers of Dispensary 
Districts ^in 1880, against 3,008 in 1879, being an increase of 
1,827. There were 663 cases of this disease in Ulster, 2,234 in 
Munster, 1,792 in Leinster, and 146 in Connaught. 

A copy of a circular which we issued on the 24th June last, 
requesting special reports from Medical Officers in the event of 
disease . threatening to become epidemic, will be found in the 
appendix.

Providing Dispensary-houses and Dwelling-houses. 

30. In connexion with the administration of the Medical Chari- 
ties Act we refer here, in continuation of our previous report, to the 
“Act to give facilities for providing Dispensary-houses and 
Dwelling-houses for Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts in 
certain parts of Ireland,” which received the Koval Assent on 
the 21st of July, 1879. 

A general disposition continues to be shown to take advantage 
of the provisions oi the Act and proceedings under it are still 
pending in several cases.

Local Government Acts. 

Provisional Orders, &c. 

31. Since the date of our last Report we have issued the follow- 
ing provisional Orders : — 

A provisional Order, dated 29th April, 1880, to transfer the 
powers of the Grand Jury of the county of Kerry, with respect to 
roads, bridges, footpaths, and public works within the urban 
sanitary district of the tbwn of Tralee, to the Urban Sanitary 
Authority of Tralee. 

A provisional Order, dated 5th May, 1880, allowing the 
Guardians of the Poor of Kilkeel union, as the Rural Sanitary 
Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise than 
by agreement, with respect to certain lands required for an 
improved supply of water for the town and village of Ros- 
trevor. 

A provisional Order, dated 7th May, 1880, enabling the 
Guardians of the Poor of Longford union, acting as the Burial 
Board of Longford union, to put in force the provisions of the 
Lands Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of 
lands, otherwise than by agreement, with respect to certain lands 
required for the enlargement of the burial ground of Ballymacor- 
mick in Longford union. 

A provisional Order, dated 10th May, 1880, empowering the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of Clonmel, being the Urban 
Sanitary Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, 
otherwise than by agreement, with respect to certain lands re- 
quired for a quarry to obtain materials for repairing and main- 
taining the streets of the borough. 

A provisional Order, dated 10th May, 1880, empowering the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the Clonmel, being the Urban 
Sanitary Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, 
otherwise than by agreement, with reference to certain lands re- 
quired for a place for depositing temporarily street scrapings and 
other matters collected in cleaning the streets. 

A provisional Order, dated 19th May, 1880, authorising the 
Town Commissioners of Wicklow, being the Urban Sanitary 
Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise than 
by agreement, in reference to certain lands and premises required 
for water works for the purpose of supplying the urban sanitary 
district with water. 

A provisional Order, dated 27th May, 1880, empowering the 
Town Commissioners of Fermoy, being the Urban Sanitary 
Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise than 
by agreement, with reference to certain lands required for the 
purpose of works for supplying the Fermoy sanitary district 
with water for drinking and domestic purposes. 
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A provisional Order, dated the 5th June, 1880, empowering 
the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the city of Dublin, 
acting by the Town Council, being the Urban Sanitary Authority, 
to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, with 
respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise than by 
agreement, with respect to certain lands and premises required 
for the purpose of making a new street from Great Brunswiclc- 
street to Townsend-street, and to widen, open, enlarge, and im- 
prove Shoe-lane and George’s-street in the said city. 

A provisional Order, dated the 19th June, 1880, confirming a 
scheme made, in pursuance of the Artisans and Labourers’ Dwel- 
lings Improvement Act, 1 875 , by the Bight Hon. the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Burgesses of Dublin, acting by the Town Council, 
being the Local Authority for the urban sanitary district of 
Dublin, for the improvement of an unhealthy area called “The 
Plunlcett-street Area,” within the said city. 

A provisional Order, dated the 29th June, 1880, empowering 
the Town Commissioners of Armagh, being the Urban Sanitary 
Authority of the urban sanitary district, consisting of the town 
of Armagh, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
with respect to the purchase and taking of Lands, otherwise than 
by agreement, with reference to certain lands, lands covered with 
water, and right to take and convey water required for the 
purpose of constructing works for the purpose of supplying 
the district with water for drinking and domestic purposes. 

A provisional Order, dated 11th November, 1880, separating 
the town of Navan from the rural sanitary district, consisting of 
the Navan poor law union, and constituting it an urban sanitary 
district. 

A provisional Order, dated 8th December, 1880, separating the 
Town of Clonakilty from the rural sanitary district, consisting of 
the Clonakilty poor law union, and constituting it an urban 
sanitary district. 

A provisional Order dated 16th December, 1880, separating 
the Town of Dromore from the rural sanitary district of Ban- 
bridge poor law union, and constituting it an urban sanitary 
district. 

In the following cases we have received petitions for pro- 
visional Orders, but the proceedings preparatory to the issue of 
the Orders have not yet terminated. 

Banclon Union . — To put in force the provisions of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and talcing of 
lands otherwise than by agreement, in regard to lands required 
for works for an improved supply of water for the town of 
Bandon. 

Town of Cavan . — To separate the town of Cavan from the 
rural sanitary district of Cavan Union, and constitute it an 
urban sanitary authoritjo 

Town of Ballymena . — To put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than by agreement, with regard to lands and heredita- 
ments required, with a view to providing the Town and District 
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of Ballymena with a supply of water for public and private 
purposes. 

Cork Union. — To put in force the powers of the Land Clauses 
Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise 
than by agreement, with respect to certain lands required for 
works for providing the District of Little Island with water. 

Town of Dundalk. — To put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than by agreement, with respect to certain lands 
required with a view to providing the Town of Dundalk with an 
improved supply of water. 

Town of Letterkenny. — To separate the town of Letterkenny 
from the rural sanitary district of Letterkenny Union, and to 
constitute it an urban sanitary district. 

Mullingar Union. — To put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, 
otherwise than by agreement, with reference to certain lands 
required for works for providing the town and manor district of 
Mullingar with water, for public and private purposes, and for 
improved drainage and sewerage of the said town, manor, and 
district of Mullingar. 

Rathdovm Union. — To put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than by agreement, with reference to certain lands 
required for works for providing the village and district of 
Enniskerry with water. 

Roscommon Union. — To put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than by agreement, with respect to certain lands 
required for works for the sewerage of the village of Athleague. 

Town of Toughal. — To transfer the powers of the Grand Jury 
of the county of Cork with respect to roads, bridges, footpaths 
and public works, within the urban sanitary district of the 
town of Youghal to the urban sanitary authority of Y oughal. 

down of Clonmel. — To adjust certain matters of charge and 
account between the urban sanitary authority of Clonmel and 
the Grand Jury of the South Riding of Tipperary arising out of 
the transfer of the powers of the Grand Jury in relation to roads, 
bridges, footpaths and public works within the Borough of 
Clonmel from the Grand Jury to the urban sanitary authority 
of Clonmel. 

Belmullet Union. — To put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than by agreement, with respect to certain lands 
required with a view to works for providing a supply of water 
for Belmullet. 

Ballina Union. — To put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts, with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than by agreement, with respect to certain lands 
required with a view to works for providing a supply of water 
for the town of Ballina. 
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Bye-Laws. 

Bye-laws have been submitted to and confirmed by us as 
follows, in pursuance of the provisions contained in section 221

Burial Grounds. 

Orders have been made and gazetted prohibiting further inter- 
ments in the burial grounds named hereunder : — 

1. St. Paul’s, city of Dublin. 

2. Old Church, Queenstown, Cork Union. 

3. Dunlavin, Baltinglass Union. 

These Orders were made subject to certain exceptions mentioned 
therein, and we retain power to grant licences for burial in 
certain cases, from time to time, if it should appear to us expedient 
to do so. 
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Public Health. 

32. Our Report upon Public Health is continued from 30th and 
subsequent paragraphs of the last annual Report, in which details 
were given of the operations in regard to sewerage and water- 
supply, under the provisions of the Public Health Act, 1878, in 
continuation of the detail of proceedings under the Act of 1874. 

The extent of the operations relating to sewerage and water- 
supply is still in some degree measured in Rural Districts by the 
number of the Orders under seal, fixing the area of charge for 
each such operation, together with the loans borrowed for these 
purposes through the Public W orks Commissioners. 

In the year 1875-76 the number of such Orders was 79; in 
1876-77 it was 89; in 1877-78 it was 122; in 1878-79 it was 
117 ;^and in 1879-80 it was 126. From 25th March, 1880, to 
the 25th March, 1881, the number of additional Orders of Charge 
has been 103, issued to 68 different Unions. 

On the whole, therefore, 636 Orders, fixing areas of charge for 
sewerage or water-supply, or both, have been issued during the 
last six years. 

These Orders have been applied for bv 155 different Boards 
of Guardians out of 1 63 acting for Rural Sanitary Districts. 

The number of Rural Sanitary Districts in which no such 
Orders have been issued is now reduced from 9 to 8, viz., the 
Unions of Ballymena, Castleblayney, Dundalk, Dunfanaghy, 
Ennis, Galway, Londonderry, and Oughterard. 

The preceding statements relate to Rural Sanitary Districts 
only, Orders, fixing areas of charge not being applicable to Urban 
Sanitary Districts, inasmuch as in such districts all sanitary 
expenses are chargeable upon funds levied from the whole 
district. 

S3. In both Urban and Rural Sanitary Districts a considerable 
part of the expenditure on sewerage and water-supply is carried 
out by means of loans which, on recommendation from the Local 
Government Board, are issued to the Sanitary Authority in each 
case by the Public Works Commissioners for Ireland. 

In the year ended 31st March, 1876, loans were so recommended 
to the extent of £37,584 ; in the following year to the further 
amount of £41,085 ; in the year ended 31st March, 1878, to the 
amount of £62,056 ; in the year ended 31st March, 1879, to the 
amount of £124,454; and in the year ended 31st March, 1880, to 
£292,824, making a total of £558,003, in the course of the 
five years.

The total amount of the loans included in the above list is 
£199,252, which, added to the previous sums, constitutes a total 
of £757,255, for the six years in question. 

This expenditure, which is independent of disbursements from 
the current rates for the same purposes, relates mainly to the cost 
of structural works for water-supply and sewerage. 

The amount of sanitary expenditure in Rural Sanitary Districts 
amounted in the year ended 29th September, 1880, to £51,927, 
in comparison with £50,767 in the preceding year. 



Artisans and Labourers’ Dwellings Improvement Act, 1875. 

34. In paragraphs 35-6 and -7 of the Annual Report for 1877, 
in paragraph 31 of the Report for 1 879, and in paragraph 33 of 
the Report for 1880, an account is given of the steps which 
had been taken in Belfast, Dublin, and Cork, under' the Artisans’ 
Dwellings Act up to that time. 

The Act is legally applicable to only five places in Ireland, 
namely, Dublin, Belfast, Cork, Limerick, and Londonderry. 

We have obtained the following information respecting these 
projects from the officers of the Local Authorities concerned : — 

Belfast. 

The Improvement scheme having been carried out the street 
authorised thereby has been opened up for public traffic, and the 
ground adjoining the street has been disposed of for building 
purposes. 

D 
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Dublin. 

With respect to the three unhealthy areas with which the 
Corporation are dealing — 

Coombe Area. 

. Committee have acquired possession of the several interests 
m this area and all claims have been satisfied. The cost of the 
area, up to the present has been largely in excess of that estimated 
arising mainly from the expensive nature of the proceeding 
indicated by the Act of 1875, and from the enormous sum in- 
volved, not merely in the purchase of the property, but also in 
the law costs connected with it. The result has been that while 
the roads and sewers are as yet untouched a considerable sum 
has been expended in levelling the ground. Nearly £20,000 the 
total amount of the loan granted for the clearing of this area’and 
the Boyne street area, has been expended on the former, and a 
further sum of £4,000, for the loan of which application has been 
made, will be required for the construction of roads and sewers 
and for completing the levelling of the site. The Committee have 
concluded an agreement with the Artisans Dwellings Company 
tor a lease in perpetuity at an annual rent of £200, the Company 
undertaking to erect on it within two years 199 dwellings which 
will accommodate about 1,100 persons, affording therefore accom- 
modatwnfor a larger population than that which was disturbed 
which at the period of the projection of the scheme amounted to 
J84 souls. Ihe possession of the site has been given to the Com- 
pany pending the execution of the lease. 

Boyne-street Area. 

Through their decayed condition, all the dwellings in this area 
with six exceptions, have become unsuitable for .human habi- 
tation and they have therefore been necessarily depopulated 
through the action of the sanitary authority. The population 
which at the time of the scheme amounted to ninety-five now 
consists of about thirty-seven souls. The objects of the Act 
have therefore been thereby accomplished, and at present the 
Committee do no purpose taking any further action in regard 

Plunkett-street Area. 

An Act confirming the Provisional Order having been obtained 
during the last session of Parliament, a loan of £15,000 for 
the purpose of clearing the area has been sanctioned by the 
Treasury. Pending the receipt of this sanction the Committee 
adopted every necessary preliminary measure towards commenc- 
mg its clearing. A valuation has been made of the premises and 
negotiations for the purchase have been commenced. In view of 
the excessive costs to which the Committee were subject in carry- 
ing out the provisions of the Act in the Coombe Area, they have

availed themselves of the Artizans Dwellings Amendment Act, 
1879, being desirous of testing the efficacy of this Act, and 
diminishing the expenses connected with the acquisition of the 
properties. 

Cork. 

There were seven areas with respect to which represen- 
tations were made. The Sanitary Authority first proceeded 
with the first of the seven areas with respect to which represen- 
tations were made, as stated in our last report. The arbitrator 
having made his final award in August last, possession of this 
area was obtained, nearly all the buildings have been since 
taken down and the site cleared. The Borough Surveyor has laid 
down a portion of the new streets and passages thereon, and also 
proper sewers, and it is stated that in a few months time the 
ground will be available for building purposes. 

ith reference to No. 2 area, the valuator is now eng; ged in 
making a valuation of the premises, and one of the owners has 
been amicably settled with and possession of his houses obtained. 

Londonderry. 

No application has been made as yet by the Corporation of 
Londonderry to make use of the powers given by the Act. 

Limerick. 

The Corporation have taken no action as yet under the pro- 
visions of the Act ; but the question has been under their' 
consideration. 

Departmental Arrangements. 

The Right Hon. William E. Forster having succeeded the Right 
Hon. James Lowther in the office of Chief Secretary to the Lord 
Lieutenant, has thereby become President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. 

Having received authority to employ an additional Auditor, 
Mr. William Gibson was appointed to the office. 

We have no other changes in the department to report to your
